In the cities, where there are manu­ 
facturing plants, the early voting was 
fairly heavy. 
In a few ot the larger 
cities the Republican leaders stationed 
detectives at the polling booths. 


200 More Are Wounded In

Mutiny broke out in the Russian 
army stationed in the government of 
Vina, in Lithuania, and in a battle be­ 
tween loyal troops and rebel soldiers 
100 of the mutineers were slain and 
200 wounded. 


The troops which mutinied were 
sappers stationed in the barracks at 
Orany. After the uprising they seized 
the barracks and defied the military 
authorities to oust them. 


A regiment of infantry was sent 
against the rebels. The foot soldiers 
drove the deserters from their quar 
ters by a galling Are. 
Although tho 
mutineers returned the fire there was 
no account 
made of the casualties 
among the loyal troops. 


The outbreak «hows that the mu­ 
tinous spirit exists in the army as well 
as Jn the navy, dissatisfaction having 
broken 
out 
recently at Sebastopol, 
where the ships fired on the shore 
forts. It now develops that the revo­ 
lutionary movements in the land and 
sea forces were related. 


When news of the outbreak was re­ 
ceived Jn St. Petersburg the minister 
of war issued orders for a movement 
of troops to insure the presence of 
toldiers of unquestioned loyalty Jn St.

The train was stopped, and, with the 
ongineman and fireman preceding him 
Edwards rifled the mail car of all the 
registered mail. 
Then he took from

ind a club car all their valuables. He 
did not offer to molest the women 
He got almost $1000 In cash. Then he 
marched tho engineman and fireman 
back to the engine and ordered them 
to proceed.

wards off his guard and struck him a 
terrific blow on the head with a brass 
x>rch, fracturing the base of the skull 
Edwards fired one shot as he fell.

Baer proceeded to rain 
blows with the torch until he had the 
bandit unconscious.

Pa., are near death in a 
hospital in Phoenixville, and the thre® 
othors are seriously injured as the re* 
suit of a collision between an antomo- 
bile and a locomotive at Perkiomen 
Junction, near Phoeaixville, Pa. 


The five persons injured form the 
entire family of Mengel, and were on 
their way to visit Mra. Mengel'« par* 
ents. 


Tho injured are: H arry A. Mengel, 
hurt internally and badly lacerated: 
Mrs. Eva Mongol, probably fatally ia* 
jured internally, head cut and injury 
to spine; May Mengel, six years old, 
left thigh broken, head cut and con­ 
cussion of the brain; Vita Mengel, 
aged four, left leg broken, cut and 
bruised; Viola Mengel, aged three; 
general contnsions and concussion of 
the brain. 


The road to the home of Mongol's 
father-in-law, George Brewn, is not 
frequently traveled and the clear view 
of tho northbound track dT the Head­ 
ing railway Is obscured by the statioa 
structure.

Two railroaders saw the car start 
across the tracks.

He turned the outomofcile 
slightly as if endeavoring to avoid 
the collision, but the whole machine 
was over the rails when the leading 
locomotive struck the ill-fated party. 


The automobile was pushed along 
the tracks for 200 feet and then was 
hurled against a tolegraph pole as it 
turned turtle. Mrs. Mengel and two o! 
her daughters were occupying the rear 
seat and were thrown into an adjoin­ 
ing field. 
The other little girl fell 
along the rails, and the father, held In 
by the steering wheel, remained In the 
car until it overturned. He was the 
least injured.

The metal canopy over the 
top of the chimney is so arranged on a 
spring wire that it can be raised on 
one side to permit this movement of 
the glass.

Turpentine as an Antiseptic* 


One of the most famous surgeons it 
New York writes to the World apro­ 
pos of a discussion about the safety 
of carbolic acid, bichloride of mer­ 
cury and other violent poisons as, an­ 
tiseptics, that one of the best and cer­ 
tainly the safest thing for the lay­ 
man to use on wounds is turpentine. 
He is Dr. Morris Stark, assistant at­ 
tending surgeon at Bellevue hospital, 
and lecturer on surgical dressing to 
the training school of the French hos­ 
pital. His words are as follows: 


“Ordinary turpentine, if rubbed into 
a wound which has not bled properly, 
provided tho wound seems to have 
gone through the skin, will not only 
act as a most powerful germicide but 
will start bleeding, a most desirable 
feature when a wound is t first re­ 
ceived. 
When free bleeding has be­ 
gun the turpentine should be washed 
away with a little alcohol. This is an 
absolutely safe procedure. The wound 
is then dressed with any mild anti­ 
septic, such as boric acid or ordinary 
salt solution and kept 
moist 
with 
theso solutions.”

A -successful trial run was made ro 
cently from Paris to London, about 
J20 miles, iby a motor car driven by 
a revolving wing, the Paris Figaro 
states. 


The vehicle, which was designed by 
M. Bertrand de Lesseps, and is called 
the “winged oar,” has the appearance 
of an ordinary motor car, save 
that 
in front it is ehaped like the prow 
of a ship. 
From the extremeity 
of 
the prow, Qjctends a shaft to which is 
attached the propeller—or revolving 
wing—Invented by M. Fllippi. 


The wing is small, strong and thick 
and revolves within a protecting cage. 
The engine Is of 40 horse power and 
rotates the wing by shaft and chain 
transmission. 


There is no other mechanism, the> 
wheels of the car being free, 
except 
for footbrakes. 
By the side of the 
driver Is a single lever which 
con­ 
trols tho clutch and the forward and 
reverse movement of the wing.

When in such cases the milk spoils 
quickly it Is often attributed to the 
weather or to bad luck. 
The house­ 
keeper who understands the cause ot 
spoiling, and who kifows that the 
microscopic plants responsible for it 
may be destroyed by a sufficient de­ 
gree** of heat applied for the proper 
time, is more likely to 'b e successful 
than one who works by rule of thumb. 


Here, as in so many other house­ 
hold problems, knowledge is essen­ 
tial. 
How is the ignorant cook to 
know that what lurks unseen in crack 
or seam may bring to naught all her 
precautions? The homely old dictum, 
that the only way to conquer dirt is 
by “eternally keeping -at it” is as 
true as ever it was, but we have come 
to realize the insidiousness and omni* 
presence of the enemy to health.

Turpentine as an Antiseptic. 


One of the most famous surgeons It 
New York writes to the World apro- 
pos of a discussion about the safety 
of carbolic acid, bichloride of mer- 
cury and other violent poisons aa. an- 
tiseptics, that one of the best and cer- 
tainly the safest thing for the lay- 
man to use on wounds is turpentine. 
He is Dr. Morris Stark, assistant at- 
tending surgeon at Bellevue hospital, 
and lecturer on surgical dressing to 
the training school of the French hos- 
pital. 
His wordB are as follows: 


"Ordinary turpentine, if rubbed Into 
a wound which has not bled properly, 
provided tho wound seems to havo 
gone through the skin, will not only 
act as a most powerful germicide but 
will start bleeding, a most desirable 
feature when 
a wound is , first re- 
ceived. 
When free bleeding has be- 
gun the turpêntlno should be washed 
away with a little alcohol. This Is an 
absolutely safe procedure. The wound 
is then dressed with any mild antl* 
septic, Buch as boric acid or ordinary 
salt solution and kept 
moist 
with 
these solutions."

In the provincial charter of 1691^ 
«nder which the Plymouth colony^ andi 
the province of Maine were unltedi 
with Massachusetts, it was provided 
that all trees of the diameter of 
Inches and upward of 12 inches- fron^ 
tlie ground, growing upon landj not 
heretofore granted to any private per- 
son, should be reserved to tho crowa 
f( r the furnishing of masts for th# 
royal navy. 
Harper's Weekl^i 
ob- 
serves. 


A surveyor general of woods "wae ai>- 
pointed to see that this provision of 
the charter was carried into effect. 
Near the coast all white pines of suit- 
able dimensions were marksd with th» 
''broad arrow"—thfee cuts through th% 
bark wltl* an ax, like tho- track of a 
crow. 
This was the king'» mark. 


Long after the revolution had obllt* 
erated the royal authority men who 
had been taught in boyhood 
to 
re- 
Bpect the king's mark hesitated to cut 
such trees. 


In felling a tree ,it was necessary 
to ''bed it" to prevent Its breaking. 
This was done by cutting the small 
growth and placing small trees across 
the hollow, so that there should 
be 
no strain upon one section more than 
upon another when the monster pine 
struck ground. 


The mast was hauled out of 
the 
woods on one strong sled, whether in 
winter or summer, and so many oxen 
wore required that the hind pair were 
often choked in crossing a hollow, be- 
ing hung up in their yoke by the pull- 
ing of those ahead of them. 


A mast hauling was a great event, 
and everybody within 
walking 
dis- 
tance came to see It.

A -fluooessful trial run was made r e 
cently from Paris to London, about

states. 


The vehicle, which was designed by 
M. Bertrand de Lesseps, and is called 
the "wiixged «ar," has the appearance 
of an ordinary motor car, save 
that 
in front it is a h A p e d like the prow 
of a ship. 
FPGJEU the extremelty 
of 
the prow, ^ t e n d s a shaft to which is 
attached the propeller—or revolving 
wing—Invented by M. Filippi. 


The wing Is small, strong and thick 
and revolves within a protecting cage, 
ï h e engine is of 40 horse power and 
rotates the wing by shaft and chain 
transmission. 


There is no other mechanism, thh 
wheels of the car being free, 
except 
for footbrakes. 
By the side of the 
driver Is a single lever which 
con- 
trols the clutch and the forward and 
reverse movement of the wing. 
The 
wing can be reversed at a moment's 
notice, thereby forming an additional 
brake. 
In the trial runs a speed of 
62 miles an hour was obtained w^lth 
2,100 revolutions of the wing a min- 
ute. One curious feature was that the 
car made no dust.

States, raw fruits and vegetables may 
be a menaco to health. 


A Russian authority, Prof. Metchni- 
koff, because of the possible presence 
of disease in the body, strongly ad- 
vises against the eating of any raw 
food whatever, even if it has 
been 
washed in boiled water. 
Although 
this view may be considered extreme 
for American 
conditions, it 
shows 
What care must be taken In the pur- 
chase and the cleansing of food that 
is to be consumed raw. 


Kitchen methods in many of their 
details fail to meet the requirements 
of sanitary science. 
The cook is not 
trained in bacteriology; she does not 
know what cleanliness 
means 
from 
the laboratory point of view. The old- 
fashioned hatred of dirt for its own 
loathsome sake is the best Substituts 
for this knowledge, but it 
is 
not 
enough. 


For instance, boiling has long been 
known to kill -whatever was the cause 
of "spoiling" of food. However, most 
housekeepers did not "boil out" the 
milk pans; they simply scalded them, 
"Scalding" is an indefinite term; If 
boiling hot water Is used, and enough 
of it, scalding would doubtless be ef- 
fective, but too often when the facta 
in the case are not thoroughly under- 
stood, such a process is carelessly car* 
ried out and the desired end is not ac- 
complishea. 


When in such cases the milk spoils 
quickly it is often attributed to the 
weather or to bad luck. 
The house- 
Jceeper who understands the cause oi 
spoiling, and who kifows that 
the 
microscopic plants responsible for it 
may be destroyed by a sufficient de- 
gree" of heat applied for the proper 
time, is more likely to'be successful 
thau one who works by rule of thumb. 


Here, as in so many other house- 
hold problems, knowledge is 
essen- 
tial. 
How Is the ignorant cook to 
know that what lurks unseen in crack 
or seam may bring to naught all her 
precautions? 
T'he homely old dictum, 
that the only way to conquer dirt is 
by "eternally keeping -at it" is 
as 
true as ever it was. but we have come 
to realize the insldlousness and omni* 
presence of the enemy to health.

trol of the driver and crashed into the 
bleachors. 


The driver of the motorcycle, Ed- 
die Hasha, twenty-one years old, of 
.Waco, Texas, was 
instantly killed 
when 
the 
machine 
struck a huge 
plank. 
John Albright, another rider, 
ia dead. 


The other dead are: Edward Fisher, 
William Barber, two unidentified boys, 
unidentified man. 


Hasha's wife saw the accident to 
her husband and she fainted as she 
saw the machine go up the perpendicu- 
lar 
track 
directly In front of the 
bleachers and driva up against the 
plank. Hasha was hurled against the 
plank and nearly every bono in his 
body was broken. 


The machine, free of Its rider, then 
bounded back to the track and struck 
John Albright, of Denver, CJolo., an- 
other rider in the race, and hurled 
him from his machine. He was ren- 
dered unconscious and died in the hos- 
pital. 


Mrs. Albright, with her two chil- 
dren, who were seated in the grand- 
stand, close by the scene of the acci- 
dent, became hysterical as her hus- 
band was hurled from his machine and 
was one of the first persons to reach 
him after the spill. She remained with

The accident created a panic among 
the spectators at the track, and in the 
mad rush to get out of the way of the 
cycle hundreds of men and womem 
trampled over each other. 


Many of them were badly bruised 
and cut, but none of them was seri- 
ously injured. 


The race, the last of the day's sched- 
ule, was a four-mile free-for-all, in 
which six contestants started. 
They 
were Eddie Hasha, Ray Seymour, of 
Lea 
Angeles, Gal., who 
were 
on 
»cratch; 
John Albright, of Denver, 
Colo.; Ray Peck, of L*os Angeles, Cal., 
who had a quarter of a mile handi- 
cap; John King, of Newark, and his 
Iwrother, Frank King, of Denver, Colo., 
icfao had a half mile handicap. 


The accident occurred on the sec- 
ond lap of the race. 
Seymour and 
Hasha were going neck and neck as 
thoy turned into the stretch. AB they 
approached 
the 
bleachers 
Seymour 
forged ahead of his opponent 
Sud- 
denly Hasha's machine was seen to 
shoot up the aide of the almost per- 
pendicular track. 
At the end of this 
pact of the track; directly In front of 
tbe bleachers, there are three perpoA- 
dloular boards and then three feet oi 
Wire netting, intended to prevent any 
of the riders from riding into the 
crowd In the bleachers. 


Over these the flying cyoVe sped, 
with Hasha still in the seat. As the 
machine went over the wire netting 
it struck the big plank overhanging 
from Iho bloac!'ors, and Hasha was 
bui.jd against it headfirst and killed 
instantly. 
The body of the rider was 
buried into the mob of spectators, who 
had been unable to get out of the way, 
killing three of them outright and in- 
juring about twenty others. 


The 
machine, 
after 
striking 
the 
plank, bounded back upon the track 
just as Albright came flying along on 
his machine. He was traveling so fast 
that he was unable to get out of its 
way and he crashed into it and was 
burled out upon the road. 


He landed In a heap and slid along 
the track for several yards and lay 
there unconscious. 


The red flag was used against the 
other riders, and they slowed down as 
coon as possible and left the track, 
the race remaining unfinished. 


The spectators became panicky and 
•were running around wildly for sev- 
eral minutes afterwards.

ning tore out the entire gable end of the 
house oi Martin Druck in Druck Valley.

At York Haven a heavy hail 
storm was experienced. 
Nearly all sec- 
tions of York county report some damage. 
In several sections tobacco was cut so bad- 
ly that it cannot be harvested.

general, officers of tho United States 
army are today giving forciblo ex- 
pression to the vital Importance of 
the matter of the soldiers' shoes. Na- 
poleon himself once said that ho mode 
war not with the arms but with tho 
legs of his soldiers, in expressing his 
identical view of tho same question. 
Another grand commander, Marshal 
Bugeaud, declared that the two great- 
est problems of war are to find har- 
ness that will not Injure horses and 
shoes that will not injure men. 


Bearing In mind these vigorous ex- 
pressions from tho mouths of men 
who were great generals when 
the 
United States was hardly born, ofll- 


j cers of tho American army havo been 
wrestling with the shoe problem for 
a century.
